Unaerw°°c 
has 3,000 acres and attribtuen his 
jjood crops each year to the amoun 
of water received by each tree. Since 
the orchard is on a slope, trenches 
have been dug to each tree and at 
the foot of each a small cistern which 
will hold, perhaps a barrel of water, 
has been made. As a result there 
is no wash and the entire rainfall is 
saved for the trees. Roads are work- 
ed between alternating rows of trees 
to permit the use of spraying appa- 
ratus. The cisterns at the tree roots 
are about four feet in diameter while 
the rest of the orchard with the ex- 
ception of the roads U covered with 
(trass. The ground around the roots 
of the trees is forked up every year. 
I saw more fruit in this orchard than 
in any single farm visited on

As Result Of European Strife?

New York, Aug. 28.—A new auto- 
nomous state of Poland, somewhat 
larger in area than the state of Color- 
ado with a population approximating 
20,000,000 will be- one of the results o£ 
the European war if Germany and 
Austria are defeated by the allies. 
This is the meaning of the Czar s 
proclamation promising autonomy to a 
United Poland if the 
Poles 
would 
come to Russia's assistance. 
Poland was the second largest king- 
dom in Europe from the eleventh cen- 
tury to 1772 when Russia, Prussia and 
Austria each seized a portion of Polish 
territory. 
Other partitions 
followed 
until now the ancient kingdom con 
siets of the province of Gallcia in Aus- 
tro-Hungary; the provinces of West 
Prussia and Posen In Prussia, and Po- 
land proper as well as other districts 


Russia"and Prussia have treated the 
Poles like conquered people. Both 
countries have attempted to 
force 
their own languages and institutions 
on their Polish subjects by military 
inethods. Poland has been to Russia, 
rand Posen, where most of the German 
Poles live, has been to Prussia, what 
the Irish question, before passage of 
the home rule bill was to England.

Austria has treated her Polish in- 
habitants far more liberally than has 
Russia and Prussia, and the province

Cracow was 
the original capital of Poland, and af- 
ter the capital was removed to War- 
saw, Polish kings continued to be 
^crowned in the Galician city for 160 
years. Cracow, with the surrounding 


i district, was the last part of Poland 
' to resist absorption, holding out as a 
republic until I84S. 
The czar's promise to the Poles to 
restore their language, religion and 
history and cusotms, and to let them 
govern themselves in a united prov- 
ince, under Russian Imperial sover- 
eignty, ought to facilitate the advance 
of the Russian armies through the 
eastern borders of Prussia and Aus- 
tria. 
The Russian troops probably will he 
ceceivcd by all Poles as deliverers, 
and the military consequences should 
be considered. At the same time the 
Czar's promise of liberalism will per- 
mit England and France to answer 
Germany's claim that the 
alliance 
against her and Austria Is being domi- 
nated by the spirit of Russian, re- 
action. 
The Czar's move In offering auton- 
omy to Poland is the most Important 
strategic and statesmanlike move the 
war probably will bring forth.

Dramatic History. 


The provinces have had a dramatic 


history. 
Lorraine, originally a. king- 


dom, was divided In the tenth century 
into two duchies knowhyas the Upper 
and Lower Lorraine. The latter soon 
Joined with other countries, but bofh 
were ruled by German princes. Metz, 
Toul and Verdum w;ere "free" cities. 
Then came religious troubles and Lor- 
raine came under French rule by a 
treaty with King Henry II. of France, 
on October 5, 1651,.but It was not un- 
til 1768 that, the province was-de- 
finitely Incorporated with France! and 
from that time until 1870 the little 
province- was governed .by-the,French. 


As to Alsace It formed a. part.;pf 


G,aul until the fall of the Roman Em- 
pire. The Rhine was one or the most 
Important boundaries of the Roman 
province of Gaul' and over -this the 
Germans were continually 
making 


ravages upon their more civilized and 
prosperous neighbors, and to some of 
these warlike bands (the Franks) is 


i due the French monarchy which be- 
i san with Chloris in the fifth century. 
Alsace remained under the Merovin- 
gian and Carlovinsian kings, and. the 


! Germans were allowed1 to . establish 
themselves (by the Treaty of Verduni 
in S43) on the left bank of the RHlne. 


In S50 Otho the Great succeeded in 
annexing Alsace to the German Em- 
pire. 
It was ruled by them until 


1648, 
and at the termination of the 


thirty years', - war it was restored to 
France. The treaty at that time did 
not include the City of Strassburg, and 
for1 thirty-eight years It preserved its 
Independence as a "free" city. 


Strassbnrg Fine City. 


Today it.is regarded as the fairest 


flower of: the provinces and its resi- 
dents are given special privileges by 
the German jyoverMncnt on account of 
its commercial activities. 
It has. In- 


cluding a garrison of fifteen thousand 
men, about oiie hundred and seventy- 
eight thousand inhabitants. The city 
proper is about two miles from the 
Rhine being connected with the river 
by a canal. It has some remarkable 
.architecture dating back to the thir- 


i teenth century. 
Although the city 


(was burned during the Franco-Fnrs- 
Is'ian War'in 1870. many of these old 


I buildings were -saved and are a never- 
ending delight to the restless Ameri- 
can tourist who is ever on the alert 


for something uncommon; 
- 


The chief object of Interest Is the 


Cathedral with its wonderful astron- 
omical clock known throughout the 
world as the most marvelous time- 
piece ever constructed. During the 
siege of the city the French set up ob 
serration towers on the roof of the 
cathedral, which was badly damaged. 
However, the old' church has been 
completely restored and is visited by 
thousands of persons each year. 


But to return to the history of the 


provinces. 
In 1870 Alsace-Lorraine 


was In the height of its prosperity. 
The crops "were excellent, the factories 
were working and money was plenti- 
ful. 
Peace and happiness reigned 


supreme. 


War of 187O. 


But. this did not continue, for 


France and Prussia were at war in 
July of that year, and Germany de- 
manded these two provinces as part 
of her spoils. During the short space 
of four months devastation had spread 
over tho land of plenty. 
Strassburg, 


the pride of the province, had been 


bombarded and burned, many of the 
men had gone to their deaths on the 
>attlefield, widows and orphans were 
destitute, and this land of Joy and 
jeace suddenly became one of desola- 
:lon and grief. 
The rights of con- 


quest had been exercised by Germany, 
and the treaty of Frank'ort was 
signed and Germany began her Iron 
rule in the conquered provinces, which 
has continued down to the presenl 
day—a rule which has brought not 
only sorrow to the inhabitants of the 
two helpless little provinces but has 
sown seeds of hatred against Ger- 
many which it will take, centuries to 
efface. 
Persecution Begins. 


The 
German 
government 
an 


nounced that after October 1st, 1872 
the annexed population must choose 
between Germany and France and 
that all Frenchmen born or living In 
Alsace-Lorraine who had not chosen 
for France would be considered a" 
German subjects and that those wh 
had chosen France must move to tha 
country at once. 
Thousands of peo 


pie decided to stand for France. Thl 
so exasperated the German govern 
ment that they set about to remov 
everything French from the land— 
evenxto the French signs on the stree 
corners. At Metz, at Strassburg, an 
even the smaller towns, the Frenc 
lettering on monuments was erase 
and German substituted: German BO 
dlers hurried along the streets wit 
the air of conquerors and pushed th 
French people aside. 
"Be Germa 


or get out!" was the cry. Hundreds 
of'persons were engaged in business, 
they loved their quiet homes but they 
were loyal to France and rather than 
become subjects of their enemies of 
yesterday the unhappy people started 
J or France. 
A few begged for an 


extension 
of time, 
but 
Germany 


as flrm. declaring that after that 
ate those who remained wero Ger- 
tian subjects and added that the 
len would be subject to conscription 


the Germany army- 
This was the last straw! "Our 
ons will never fight against 
the 


rench flag," they declared, and by 
n irresistible Impulse thousands of 
eople started for France. 
German 


rrogance bobbed up again and all 
orts of obstacles were thrown in the 
'ay of the young men whom Ger- 
nany was anxious to use as soldiers 
nd a few were unable to leave. Only 
hose who know the love of the 
French peasant Tor the little plat of 
ground which he tills can fully un- 
erstand what It meant to these peo- 
ple, yet they did not hesitate when 
t came to the question of giving up 
Trance. Old men left their beds and 
declared that they would not die Prus- 
lan; widows without money fled to 
France with their baby boys declar- 
ng their eons should never be Ger- 
man; 
forty-five 
thousand travelers 


passed through Nancy during three 
days. 
Societies for the protection of 
.he Immigrants were organized in 
France, but even with these there 
was great suffering and many died 
lust after crossing the border. 
For a time business In Alsace-Lor- 


raine was at a standstill except for 
:he repairs which Germany began on 
the fortifications, and today Strass- 
burg Is one of the strongest military 
towns of the German Empire, sur- 
rounded by a girdle of fourteen forts. 
Metz, too, is strongly fortified. 


Attempts were next made to force 


the people to spefk German instead 
of French, tlut this only added to the 
hatred of the Germans by those who 
were compelled to remain, and they 
pretended not to understand German, 
and when they were compelled to use 
it they spoke in a patois which was 
about -as unlike German as the lan- 
guage used in South Glasgow Is un- 
like English, so the Germans were 
forced to give this up. 
At present 


everybody speaks French in Alsace- 
Lorraine and the French flag Is seen 
inside their houses. 


The Zabern Incident.

The residents learned of it, and 
wheat he marched through the street 
with his company somebody hooted at 
him, which so outraged the youn« 
officer's dignity that h« ordered hl« 
men to charge on the people on the 
sidewalk. They all escaped with the 
exception of '. a crippled shoemaker 
who had nothing whatever to do with 
the affair. He wa* brutally Babred by 
Lieut. Von Forstner. By a strange 
coincidence this officer haa been re- 
cently taken prisoner in Belgium. 
Colonel Von Reuter, who wa« >ln- 
charge of tho garrison, at one* or- 
dered a wholesale arrest and twentr.- 
eight citizens of Zabern were TOT 
prisoned all night In the cellar o* the 
barracks. Among them was a school- 
boy whose only offence-was failure 
to lift his hat when he passed the 
Colonel on the street. A few other 
school children laughed when the 
"hated 99th regiment" passed, and 
men stood on the sidewalks and stared 
at the soldiers without taking off thislr 
hats. 
This added to the anger of 


the Colonel, who declared that he 
would shoot up the entire crowd. If 
they did not stop laughing and backed 
up his assertion by having machine 
guns set up in the street. The citi- 
zens complained to Berlin and the 
Emperor removed the "99th" and or- 
dered a court martial of the officer*.
